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Yow Congressman 
Reports.....

The recent student demonstra- 
lions on hundreds of American 
college campuses, as well as the 
sizeable demonstration in Wash- 
ington oh the ellipse adjoining the 
White House, evidenced an evolu- 
tion in student interest in national 
nnd international issues. 

It should be recognized that in 
voicing qualified opposition to the 
Cambodian operation, the stu- 
dents. were virtually .unanimous. 
These* student leaders indicated 
a fear that Cambodia would be 
come a second Vietnam. In addi- 
tion; the. students, joined by many 
college professors and others, 
raised the fundamental constitu- 
tional question of the right: of the 
President to order an invasion of 
c neutral coun try 1 without express 
congressional authority. 

Many of literally hundreds of 
, thousands of students who parti- 
cipated 1 in these campus demon- 
strations were doing so for the 
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very first time. In other words, 
the moderate and distinctly non- 
violent members of the college 
student bodies participated with 
the radical veterans of earlier 
campus demonstrations and dis- 
ruptions. !- 
The relatively quiet and almost 
totally non-violent demonstration 
in Washington can be attributed 
' essentially 'to these -newcomer^ 
'ttf' the^tudent nloVem^nt.' Thp 
new crop of , campus leaders 
shunned any connection with the 
few irresponsible types whoso 
acts of vandalism and destruc- 
tion have tarred the entire .col- 
lege, campus community. '; 
For instance/ during the Wash- 
ington demonstration, when the 
revolutionary Students for a Dem- 
ocratic Society (SDS) sought to 
rally forces near the' Treasury 
Building, the moderate student 
leaders discouraged 'participation 
by/Mher students with the. result 
ti*Rhe SDS rally never material- 
ized. 

Other efforts to create a con- 
frontation with police and to en- 
gage in rock-throwing and other 
menacing activities were effec- 
tively thwarted,' by the. moderate 
student leaders who encouraged 
student mischief-makers to/'kecp 
moving" — and . thus prevented 
them from assembling for any^or- 
ganized .violent, attacks. 

The Washington demonstration 
itself whs regarded by many of 
the new moderate college partici- 
pants as "boring." When speakj 
ers engaged in obscenities (as 
they did), most of these students 
were, "turned off." 

A most encouraging develop- 
ment in the recent student mover 
ment was the program to com- 
municate in r person-t.wlth Mem- 
bers of the. Congress, arid rwith 
officials in the Executive. Branch. 
Secretary of the Inter ior .Walter 
Hickel, in hie letter to the Presi- 
dent, gave great emphasis to this 
approach. ; Earlier demonstra- 
tions, .including .offensive and 
even unlawful conduct designed 
to attract the TV cameras .have 
had the effect of alit\olirig'<much 
of the adult population, including 
most of the Members of Congress, 
While some in the Congress, as 
well as a few- in the Executive' 
Branch; have, sought to encopcage 
such lines of communication, 
meaningful/, analogues did v not 
materialize until the last week or 
ten ■ days. Following^ the Wash- 
ington demonstration, thousands 
of students from all parts of the 
country ^visited personally wit'i 
their Representative in Congress. 
Most of the discussions were 
thoughtful and productive; of a 
high degree of -understanding. 
These lines of com m u in ic at i on 
are bound to continue. .In .turn, 
this should result in greater par- 
ticipation on . the part of : the aca> 
demic community in aiding— or 
at least .ki understanding— the ""de- 
cision-making process in Wash-

much wrong with it. 
""There "is a frustrating,, seem- 
ingly futile and unending war in 
East Asia which is talcing and 
scarring- many lives,' clouding 
.your, immediate futures and di- 
verting our resources from ur- 
gently pressing social and . econo- 
nomic problems in our own back 
yards. 

"There are such old unsolved 
problems as civil rights, poverty, 
unemployment and blight, most 
concentrated in tho core cities; 
and a newer problem — pollution 
— spreading more and more wide- 
ly from- the core into the country- 
side. 

"Whore is rampant price infla- 
tion — overlooked by the young- 
er generation because it seems 
so distant — which is eroding all 
our futures and upsetting the eco- 
nomic system needed to correct 
unemployment, pollution and 
blight. 

"And at home also there arc 
many who attempt to get 1 away 
from it all by strange clothes 
and customs, and by escaping to 
the dream world of pot. 

"All told, a grim picture in- 
deed' and one that adds up -to a 
strong indictment of my genera- 
tion'. But -we haven't been all had. 
Our critics ignore the bright 
spots and there are many. How- 
ard K. Smith summarized the 
many accomplishments of- my 
generation in a recent speech at 
Roosevelt University's 25th an- 
niversary. For example — : 

"We've often failed in the'exe- 
cuTion of our foreign policies, but 
our motives have been far from 
Imperialistic. We have' neither 
subjugated nor exploited. 'We lib- 
erated the Philippines. We led 
the reformation of Germany -and 
Japan, two nations which were 
major 'sources of world trouble 
in the first half of this century, 
but. arc now prosperous, working 
democracies, 

i "In civil rights, we've hardly 
solved (he discrimination prob- 
lem. But . through . public legisla- 
tion and private dedication we've 
made material progress. As How- 
ard Smith says, "Though the glass, 
is stilt half empty, it has in just 
the last five years"hecome, fojr 
the first time, half fulL" 

'^Our generation come of age 
in the worst depression this coun- 
try or ,any nation has ever seen. 
Half our factories were idle and 
IS million people — or 25 million 
•in relation to today's population- 
were jobless. From bitter per- 
sonal experience,' I can vouch to 
you that it . was , a . dreary and 



cent. Canadian' publication says, 
i'Young^peoplojwere not embroil- 
ed in tne world's affairs: today 
they have, their ears and eyes 
assailed by every, disaster, every 
war, every revolution, every crop 
failure," every threat .'of' death .by 
pollution! They feel -personally in- 
volved.. All the sorrow,, sadness 
and frustration of people everyr 
where is. forced upon them by 
television, radio and the press. 
Both, young and old arc confused 
by the complexities of, life and 
the present world-wide disorder:'.' 
"We've brought you up in an 
age of effluence. Dollars — whe- 
ther from your parents, part-time 
jobs,, loans or scholarships — are 
much easier to come by than for- 
merly. We've been overly' kind 
and. helpful. We've built your 
homes, your schools, your church- 
es. You don't need to focus, as wc 
did, on a family and a job to sup- 
port them. You've been denied the 
opportunity to build a community 
with your own hands. You've lost 
the prime and immediate pur- 
poses which dominated our lives 
and' thinking, at yoUr age. 

"We've been soft, distant and 
over -indulgent, in our travels with 
you through your childhood. %We 
have been preoccupied with adult 
work and play. We've substituted 
money and gifts, for love, time 
and intimacy. We've shirked our 
responsibility to discipline — "to 
draw the line"— when you've been 
too young to curb /your own child- 
ish whims and mutinies,. We've 
been encouraged in this by the 
doctrines advanced by. modern 
psychologists that children should 
be allowed complete laissez-faire 
lest we damage and scar- their 
personalities for life... Arid, of 
course, the schools have had to 
echo this change in our attitudes. 
"We've insisted that you go be- 
yond high school . into college. 
We've pegged success. or failure 
in these terms, often: to secure 
status for ourselves and without 
recognizing, that- your best future 
may lie. elsewhere. (Speaking, for 
at least one employer — Illinois 
Bell — we'll be glad .to. welcome 
you and open, opportunities, for 
you on cither basis.) Once in col- 
lege, we've failed to recognize 
your advanced maturity over the 
student of a generation ago. Wc 
have attempted to enforce our 
age-old ■■ curriculum unchanged 
and given you little or no voice in 
your own society. 

"So while my. generation has 
sinned and 'is at fault, how has 
youth reacted?

"And "while you're doing, all 
this," don't fpiget that politics is 
the "art of the possible." impos- 
sible solutions will . always fall 
on deaf ears. Impossible solutions 
just keep -.disagreements .going. 
You have to be practical ,in or- 
der to be successful. 
."Finally, I'd like to remind you 
that wherever you go from here— 
whether to the campus. or the 
business community — you arc 
going to be exposed to strong in- 
fluence from all kinds of- groups 
competing for your allegiance. 
The world is full of.demogoglc 
shephtrds,. anxious to have you 
join their flocks. -hey are ready 
with detailed programs of action 

— 'too often negative and violent 

— to meet any issue that may 
concern you. Many will appeal to 
your emotions, not to your rea- 
son. Some wiii be very persuasive; 
very difficult for you to reject. 
Others will be, so transparent you 
won't give them a second though! 

"But If. you 'really seek work- 
able solutions to today's prob- 
lems, you'll do best to find, your, 
own star — and, follow, it. Do 
what, you believe to be right, for. 
you and 200 million other Ameri- 
cans. Follow . your own convic- 
tions, not someone else's. In the:
